1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not teach or suggest the step or circuit of providing a horizontal scan control signal 
which is provided from an oscillating signal generated by an oscillator of a phase locked 
loop receiving the horizontal synchronization signal, the oscillating signal having a 
frequency depending on a driving signal provided from the comparison between the 
horizontal synchronization signal and a binary phase signal, wherein, at each parasitic 
pulse among successive pulses between two synchronization pulses, the driving signal 
is alternately varied in the increasing direction and in the decreasing direction as recited 
in claim 1 and 3, the receiving step, the providing step, and the determining step as 
recited in claim 9, and the phase locked loop and the correction circuit as recited in 
claim 14.
